Tbe  final  examinations  in  tbe  Elementary  course  are  conducted 
by  tbe  State  Board  of  examiners  at  tbeir  annual  examination.  Tbis 
board  consists  of  tbe  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  or 
bis  Deputy,  wbo  is  President  of  tbe  Board;  tbe  Principal  of  an- 
other Normal  Scbool ;  two  County  Superintendents  from  tbe  Thir- 
teenth District  and  the  Principal  of  tbis  Normal  School.  Each 
student  must  receive  four  votes  out  of  tbe  five  in  order  to  pass  tbe 
examination  and  to  graduate 

The  final  examination  occurs  in  tbe  month  of  Juue.  It  is  almost 
wholly  in  writing  and  lasts  about  three  days.

A  graduate  in  the  Elementary  Course  receives  a  diploma,  in 
which  are  named  the  branches  studied,  and  by  which  he  is  consti- 
tuted Bachelor  of  Elements  ;  the  diplomas  of  those  graduating  in 
the  Scientific  Course  enumerate  the  distinctive  branches  of  the 
course,  and  constitute  their  holdejs  Bachelors  of  Sciences. 

lirjuliiates  in  the  KIcBiiciitsir.y  Course  can  be  exiiiiiin<><l 
upon  any  of  the  studies  of  the  ScientiJic  Course  at  any  State 
(;.\iiininati4>n,  and  can  have  tiiese  branehos  ])ut  upon  tht^ir 
diplomas. 

Regular  graduates  who  have  continued  their  studies  for  two 
years,  and  who  have  jjracticed  their  profession  for  two  annual  terms, 
ill  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State,  and  wlio  have  presented  to  the 
]•' acuity  and  Board  of  Examiners  a  certificate  of  good  moral  charac 
ter  and  wkill  in  tlie  Art  of  Teaching  from  the  Board  or  Boards  of 
Directors  in  whose  employ  they  have  taught,  countersigned  by  the 
proper  Superintendent  or  Superintendents,  may  receive  diplomas 
(•onstituting  them  Masters  in  the  several  studies  embraced  in  the 
('ourse  in  whicli  tliey  graduated,  and  conferring  upon  iliem  cniics 
])on'ling  professional  degrees  as  follows :

Applications   for   diplomas   must  be   presented  to    the    Board 
of  Examiners  at  their  regular  session. 


State  Appropriations. 

By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  the  following  appropriations  are 
made  by  the  State  to  Normal  Students  and  Normal  Graduates  : 

1.  Each  student  over  seventeen  years  of  age,  who  shall  sign 
a  paper  declaring  his  intention  to  teach  in  the  Common  schools  of 
the  State,  shall  receive  Fifty  Cents  per  week. 

To  secure  this  allowance  the  student  must  attend 
the  school  at  least  twelve  consecutive  weeks,  and  recite  daily  in  the 
Teachers'  Tiaiuing  Class.  The  State  appropriation  is  to  be  deduct- 
ed from  the  tuition. 

2.  Each  student,  who,  upon  graduating  shall  sign  an  agree- 
ment to  teach  in  the  Common  Schools  of  the  State  two  full  years 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  Fifty  Dollars.

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Music   Course. 

The  aim  of  the  Music  Department  is  to  furnish  a  school  where 
the  instruction  and  advantages  shall  be  of  a  character  that  the  wants 
of  the  music  student  whether  professional  or  amateur  can  be  fully 
satisfied. 

We  shall  strive  to  go  below  the  surface  in  our  instruciion  and 
give  to  our  pupils  thorough,  solid  progress.  Our  object  is  to  furnish 
a  school  where  students  may  be  prepared  for  any  of  the  larger  con- 
servatories, for  teachiug,  or  for  study  in  Europe. 

Below  is  a  description  of  our  course  designed  to  show  the  na- 
ture of  of  our  instruction. 

All  graduates  in  any  musical  course  are  required  to  attend  Har- 
mony and  Theory  classes  for  at  least  one  year. 

Course  for  Piano-Forte. 

The  grades  advance  from  1  through  the  half  grades  to  20.

This  course  covers  from  three  to  five  years  according-  to  wants 
aucl  application  ol  pupil. 

In  this  branch  of  music-study  the  greatest  attention  will  be 
paid  to  voice  building  and  correct  breathing.  Concerted  music  will 
be  used  and  care  will  be  taken  in  the  selection  and  study    of  songs. 

Organ  Course. 

The  strict  German  school  is  used,  beginning  with  Stainer's 
method.  A  smooth  pedal  and  manual  touch  will  be  taught  and  in- 
struction  in  use  of  stop,  and  management  of  organ  will  be  given. 
Buck's  Pedal  Studies,  Compositions  by  Merkel,  Mayn,  Batiste,  Clark, 
Bach  and  Mendelssohn  will  be  used.  We  will  guarantee,  if  the  stu- 
dent dolus  part,  to  graduate  an  efficient  and  finished  organist. 

JIarmoiiy   and  TJaeorir, 

Harmony,  Counterpoint  and  Composition  Classes  will  be  formed. 
A  simplitied  method  is  used,  making  this  a  very  interesting  and 
profitable  course  of  study.  Pains  will  be  taken  to  make  it 
thorough.     One  year's  course  is  compulsory  to  graduates. 

FiiEE  Advantages — 'Chorus  classes  will  be  free  to  all  students  in 
any  course  of  the  institution.  The  following  classes  will  be  free  to 
all  music  students:  Histoiy  of  music,  classes  in  analysis  of  com])()si- 
tions,  short  lectures  or  talks  o)i  musical  subjects  by  the  diroclor. 
These  talks  are  calculated  to  arouso  interest  and  to  giv(i  tlu;  jtupils 
information  in  regard  to  their  study. 

CoNCEKTS — As  the   students  become  capable  they   will    be    ex 
pected  to  take  part  in  these  concerts  and  thus  familiarize  themselves 
wiih  i)laying  in  pul)lic. 

AVe  aim  to  graduate  linislutd  players  with  true  taste,  a  good 
i()chi)i<[ue  and  a  thorough  iinderslanding  of  what  they  have  done.

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GENERAL    INFORMATION. 
History. 

This  State  Normal  School  was  recogaized  by  the  State  Author- 
ities ou  the  loth  of  Februarj',  1887.  The  Nonunl  School  Associa- 
tiou  had  purchased  from  the  Erie  Confereuce  dLiriug  the  j^receding 
autumn  the  buildings,  grounds  and  other  property  of  the  Carrier 
Seminary,  located  at  Clariou,  Pa.,  and  immediately  erected  on  the 
grounds  two  large  dormitories  for  the  accommodation  of  students. 

'  Location, 

Clarion  is  a  quiet  and  pleasant  village  of  about  two  thousand 
inhabitants,  situated  ou  the  heights  above  the  Clarion  River.  Cool 
and  bracing  breezes  and  pure  water  contribute  to  the  general 
pleasantness  and  healthfulness  of  the  place  and  make  it  a  desirable 
summer  resort. 

The  station  on  the  Pittsburgh  and  Western  R.  R.  is  on  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  street  from  the  school  grounds. 

Four  Churches,  two  Banks  and  the  County  Buildings,  comprise 
the  principal  public  edifices  in  the  town. 

The  grounds  contain  ten  acres  on  an  elevation  overlooking  the 
village,  and  are  pleasantly  graded  in  lawns.  A  well  of  pure  water 
is  near  the  principal  entrance  to  the  grounds  and  all  the  buildings 
are  supplied  with  the  same  fluid  fi'om  the  water  works  of  the    town. 

The  Buildings. 

The  Seminary  Hall  coutaMis  the  Cliapel,  the  Auditorium,  the 
Recitation  rooms  and  the  Libraiy.  Two  commodious  dormitories, 
one  for  the  ladies  and  the  other  for  the  gentlemen,  stand  within  a 
few  yards  of  Seminary  Hall.  The  dormitories  are  heated  with 
steam,  lighted  witli  gas,  and  have  hot  and  cold  water  and  bath  rooms 
on  every  floor.  All  the  rooms  in  the  ladies'  domitory  are  carpted, 
and  those  in  the  gentlemen's  dormitory  will  have  carpets  placed  in 
them  before  the  opening  of  the  next  term.  Each  room  has  a 
clothes-press  and  is  furnished  witli  bed,  tiible,  chaii's  and  everything 
rec^uisite  for  comfortable  living. 

Tlie  teachers  and  boarding  pupils  iwXw,  th(!ir  meals  in    the   din 
iiigroom  in  the  ladies'  dormitory. 
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Conditioii  of  Admission, 

students  can  enter  the  preparatory  departineut  of  the  Normal 
Course  at  any  time  without  examination,  and  will  be  admitted  to 
any  class  for  which  they  are  found  to  be  qualified. 

A  prompt  attendance  at  the  ojiening  of  the  session  is  very  de- 
sirable, both  for  the  progress  of  the  pupil  and  for  the  proper  or- 
ganization of  the  school. 

On  arriving  at  the  institution  the  student  should  enquire  for 
the  Principal's  office  at  once  and  procure  a  ticket  of  membership, 
which  will  entitle  him  tj  the  privileges  of  the  school.

The  teachers  of  this  in.stitution  are  selected  with  reference  to 
the  special  htuess  of  each  for  the  work  assigned,  and  much  depend- 
ence will  be  placed  on  the  interest  which  can  be  aroused  in  the  clas- 
ses, for  good  order",  diligent  study,  and  for  thorough  work. 

Advise  to  New  Students,

2.  Enter  all  your  classes  the  first  day,  and  make  yoarself 
thoroughly  at  home.
